Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1969  as  made  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in  June  1969, 
was  38,120,  an  increase  of  110  from  the  previous  year  1968.  The  number 
of  births  was  77  down  on  1968, 

There  was  an  increase  of  2 in  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasm  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus.  Deaths  due  to  all  forms  of  malignant  neoplasm, 
other  than  lung  and  bronchus,  rose  to  66  shov/ing  an  increase  of  23  over 
the  previous  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 
dropped  from  122  in  1968  to  98  in  1969  and  deaths  from  suicide  and 
self-inflicted  injuries  from  7 in  1963  to  4 in  I969. 

Again  the  figure  for  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  4. 

The  incidence  of  dysentery  rose  from  22  in  1963  to  58  in  I969. 

I should  like  to  thanli  Mr,  Wilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report.

Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Ad.justed  Birth  and  Death  Bates 


The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district’s  “crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  owing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices. 

e.g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  -will  be  misleading,  compared 
with  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  con  be  tetken  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.

Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were  made  as 
shown  in  Table  IX  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Stc.)|  Table  X (Age, 
Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths)  and  Table  XI 
(incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  10  years). 

When  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a patient 
to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected  to  a steam 
disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly  regarding 
ventilation,  wre  given  immediate  attention  and  any  case  knoAvn  to  be 
sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing.

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  annual  report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  public  cleansing  services. 

1969  was  yet  another  busy  year  for  the  department,  which  was  again 
badly  hit  by  sickness  amongst  the  technical  staff. 

Denton  No, 10  Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  August  and  thus,  with  the  exception  of  premises  likely  to  be  affected 
by  the  Denton  Relief  Road,  became  the  fourth  authority  in  the  North  V/est 
to  complete  its  smoke  control  programme.  This  is  the  culmination  of  more 
than  11  years'  hard  work  by  the  department.  The  reduction  of  industrial 
smoke  during  the  same  period  has  also  been  remarkable  by  any  standards, 
and  only  a few  problems  remain.  In  my  opinion  the  achievement  of  a 
Cleaner  air  represents  the  greatest  progress  in  environmental  health 
since  the  introduction  of  the  water  carriage  system  and  piped  water 
supplies,  Denton's  success  story,  however,  was  rather  clouded  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  by  fear  of  yet  another  shortage  of  solid  smokeless 
fuels. 


The  St.  Anne's  Road  Depot  and  Tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  despite  many  difficulties. 

More  than  1,900  requests  to  remove  extra  rubbish,  household  furniture, 
etc,,  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  number  of  free  removals  of  extra 
rubbish  has  increased  from  520  to  1,730  in  three  years,  and  has  caused  the 
department  some  embarrassment  and  many  difficulties  and  problems.  Ideally, 
of  course,  these  requests  should  be  dealt  with  within  48  hours,  but  they 
do  not  coma  in,  in  a steady  flow.  Every  holiday  weekend  is  followed  by  a 
flood  of  requests  (20  to  30  in  one  day  is  not  unusual)  and  this  is  just 
the  worst  possible  time  as  the  department  is  busy  making  up  arrears  of 
domestic  refuse  collection.  It  is  therefore  most  disappointing  that  in 
spite  of  the  tremendous  efforts  made  by  the  department  the  dumping  of 
rubbish  continues  on  every  available  vacant  site.  V/ith  the  resources  at 
my  disposal  it  is  only  possible  to  give  very  infrequent  attention  to  these 
sites.  Police  co-operaticn  has  been  sought  and  offenders  will  be  prosecuted. 
There  does  not  seem  to  be  Ein  answer  to  this  problem  which  has  become 
nationwide. 
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25  scrap  and  derelict  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year; 
arrangements  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  these  vehicles  have  worked 
very  smoothly. 

The  value  of  the  vehicle  maintenance  and  repair  workshop  has  again 
been  proved.  Three  of  the  Council's  vehicles  passed  the  very  searching 
and  comprehensive  Ministry  of  Transport  Goods'  Vehicle  Test  during  the  year. 

The  houses  in  the  three  Clearance  Areas  in  High  Street  were  demolished 
during  the  year.  Clearance  Orders  were  made  on  property  in  Gibraltar  Lane 
and  Frances  Street,  Stockport  Road  and  Holland  Street.  Only  the  latter 
area  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Inquiry. 

Yet  another  Housing  Act  was  enacted  during  the  year.  Among  its 
provisions  another  attempt  has  been  made  to  solve  the  vexed  question  of 
rents  of  privately  owned  houses,  and  adds  another  burden  to  the  duties 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Maud  report  on  the  reform  of  Local  Government  was  published  and, 
if  implemented,  would  mean  the  disappearance  of  Denton  as  a separate  authority. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  help 
and  support.  Once  again  I must  express  my  warm  and  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.

There  is  a const??jit  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs.  42  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored, 

DRAINAGE  liW  SEl^/EEl/.GE  s 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  storm  water  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewge  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers. 
The  process  of  treatment  at  the  ViTater  Pollution  Control  Department  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by 
sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  hy  treatment  on 
percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tanls  effluent  is  rendered  non- 
putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is 
screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining 
drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard 
maniire  and  fertilisers,

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Two  fiirther  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collections  of  household  refuse  such  as 
bedding,  old  furniture  etc.  and  a 10  cwt.  van  for  general  purposes. 

The  Council's  policy  to  collect  odd  items  of  household  furniture  free 
of  charge  appears  to  be  coming  more  widely  known  and  would  seem  to  he  having 
some  effect  on  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  such  articles;  although  there 
is  still  much  to  be  done  before  this  senseless  practice  is  stamped  out.  At 
times  the  niimber  of  requests  for  this  service  caused  some  difficulty  to  the 
department,  as  ideally  these  should  be  dealt  with  promptly,  but  there  is  no 
establishment  for  this  service  and  the  demand  fluctuates  remarkably.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  chargeable  and  non-chargeable  private 
works  carried  out;

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  operates 
three  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for  measuring  pollution  by  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Department  in  the  town  centre,  one  at  the 
Water  Pollution  Control  Department  in  the  No. 3 Smoke  Control  Area,  and  one 
in  a private  garage  in  No, 7 Smoke  Control  Axe&,  The  results  of  the 
observations  are  shown  on  Page  40, 

A graph  of  readings  taken  at  the  Health  Department  since  19^1  shows  an 
encouraging  decrease  in  smoke  pollution. 

29  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  V/hilst  it  was  not 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  firms  concerned  were  warned.  The 
general  position  with  industry  in  Denton  was  generally  satisfactory,  but 
there  are  still  one  or  two  firms  where  equipment  is  out  of  date  and  this  will 
need  to  be  renewed  in  the  years  to  come, 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  No, 10  is  the  last  Smoke  Control  Area 
and  the  Council’s  target  of  making  Denton  smokeless  by  1970  has  been 
achieved  one  year  in  advance  of  schedule.
